The Board of Education submits the following report of the 
schools for the year ending March Ist, 1885: 

The schools are in better condition, both in character and 
scholarship, than at the commencement of the year, teachers 
and scholars having gained by the year’s work. 

At the examinations at the close of the schools the parents 
and friends of the scholars manifested their interest by their 
attendance; in one instance more than thirty visitors were 
present at the examination. There has been no change of 
school books the past year. Robinson’s Arithmetic does not 
give satisfaction either to teachers or committee. We would 
recommend that a change be made before the commencement 
of another year. 


The North School was taught twenty-nine and one-half 
weeks by Miss Alice W. Batchelder, of Hampton. 

The East School was taught thirty weeks by Mr. Jack 
Sanborn, of Hampton Falls. 

The South School was taught thirty-six weeks by Miss 
Edna M. Hardy, of Hampton Falls. 


The West School was taught thirty-three weeks by Miss 
Josephine S. Robie, of Hampton Falls.
